HIGHWAY ROBBERY 
CHARGE. 


SALESMAN’S STORY OF 
HOLD-UP. 


- 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 


Patrick Murphy, farmer's son, of Cranuagh, 
Kiledmond, Borris, Co. Carlow, was charged 
on seven counts with having on 25th Novem- 
ber, 1933, at Knockroe, Co. Carlow, attempted 
tc murder Hairy Jacob, The counts included 
wounding with. intent to marder; shooting 
with intent while armed with a shotgun; 
assault, unlawful wounding, and possessicn 
of firearms wethout a certificate. 

William Murphy, father of Patrick Murphy, 
was charged with paving harboured his son 
Patrick between 25th and 30th November, 
knowing that his son had committed th 
offences with which he was now charged. 

On the application of Mr. J. J. Walsh 
(instructed by Mr. Foley, solicitor), William 
Murphy was put back for separate trial. 

Mr, M. Maguire, K.C., prosecuting, said 
that on 25th November Harry Jacob, who 
was a salesman emploved by Messrs. Arm- 
strong, Enniscorthy, was driving a delivery 
van back to Enniscorthy after selling goods 
in the district. He had about £60 in cash 
in his possession. On reaching a lonely spout 
on the road he noticed a wooden gate placed 
across the road, supported by stones. He 
reversed his vehicle, stopped and locked the 
cash box in the van, and was moving towards 
the obstruction when he saw a man running 
towards him. The man had a gun in his 
hand end shouted: ' Put up your hands.” 
Jacob refused to comniy with the order, and 
the man, approaching nearer, shouted: 
‘Your money or your híe.” The man wore 
a mask, and Jacob went for him and pulled 
the mask off. The man diseharged a shot at 


Jacob and it penetrated his outer clothing,. 


but fortunately did not enter his body. 

In the course of the struggle Jacob tore a 
mask off the attacker and_ deliberately 
scratched his face. He also caught hold of 
the gun, and noticed that it rattled. Jacob 
subsequently identified Patrick Murphy as 
the man who attacked him. A gun would 
be produced which was owned by John Keat- 
ing, @ neighbouring farmer. Keating had 
lent the gun to a man named Kirwan to 
shoot crows and rabbits. 

The accused man came to Keating some 
weeks prior to this occurrence, and, with his 

ermission, got the gun from Kirwan. 
Shortly after 11 o'clock on the night of the 
occurrence the accused man.handed the gun 
to Keating s sister. : 

Harry Jacob was then examined, and bore 
out counsel's statement. He identified the 
overcoat, which. had a hole in the shoulder, 
as if caused: by gunshot. A pellet of shot, 
he said, entered his forehead when the man 
attacked him, and he bled profusely from 
the wound. i 

Dr. Coen described the wounds on Jacob's 
forehead, eyebrow, and finger and thumb of 
the right hand, which, he said, could have 
been caused by pellets from a shotgun. 

Matthew Jordan said that he was in the 
house of the accused man on the night of 
the occurrence. Patrick Murphy was there, 
and went out soon after 9 o'clock, and had 
not returned up. to 
left. at about 10.30. oe 

In cross-examination the witness said that 
he had been arrested on suspicion at the 
same time as Patrick Murphy. - oe

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT. 


DECREE AGAINST 
TENANT. 


PLEA FOR STAY REFUSED. 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


Mr. W. O'B. Fitzgerald (instructed by Mr. 
J. J. O'Connor) applied on behalf of James 
J. Jennings, a tenant of a Corporation house 
in Croydon Park avenue, Dublin, for a stay 
of execution for two months of a decree for 
possession made in this court by the judge 
in 1933. The tenant, said counsel, offered to 
pay a lump sum off the arrears, and also to 
pay a sum per week off the arrears as well as 
the current week’s rent. He also undertook, 
at the end of two months, to pay a further 
substantial sum off the arrears. 

The Judge said that he had great sympathy 
with such people as the applicant, but the 
plain fact was that many of them went into 
houses the rents of which were beyond their 
ability to pay. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that the application 
was in proper form and that the Judge had 
jurisdiction to accede to it, The applicant 

ad been in possession of the house for over 
seven years, and he had always paid the rent 
until he became unemployed. The offer made 
was reasonable and ought to be accepted. 

Mr. T. F. Burke, solicitor for the Corpora- 
tion, said that the whole matter had been care- 
fully considered, and he could not agree to 
the offfr made. It was quite plain that the 
applifant could not pay the rent or afford to 
keep the house. After the decree for posses 
sion he was offered a new house at a lower 
rent if he surrendered the lease, all arrears to 
be wiped off. He would not agree unless he 
got the picking of the new house in Donnelly's 
Orchard, | 

The Judge said that he had decided that 
he had no jurisdiction to accede to the applica- 
tion ; and, further, he had come to the decision 
that it would be unjust, inequitable, and un- 
reasonable that he should do so. He 
sympathised with the applicant, and was pre- 
pared to accept his statement that he would 
not be in arrears only for the misfortune of 
becoming unemployed. The arrears were very 
large. The demands on the Corporation were 
very great, and considering that Alternative 
accommodation suitable to the applicant's re- 
quirements had been offered and refused, and 
even though it would involve a loss of business 
; to his ygibode Sois dressmaking trade, he felt 
that he woul ve to refuse the application 
with costs.

The Free State Ministry for Justice is not 
at the moment prepared to introduce .legisla- 
tion to permit ot marshals at motor car races 
being sworn in as special constables, That 


| is the reply which has been received by the 


directors of the Irish Motor Racing Club, 
who recently approached the authorities with 
a view to having a short measure on the 
subject put through the present session of 
the Oireachtas. i 

The I.M-R.C. pointed out that a great deal 
of additional duty would be taken off the 
Civic Guards if marshals had some statutory 
authority. They also cited the example of 
the Isle of Man, where, on the occasion of 
the Tourist Trophy motor cycle races or 
Mannin Beg and Mannin Moar car races, 
each marshal is a “special,” with the result 
that the control of spectatcrs is well-nigh 
perfect. 

The persuasive eloquence of the Racing 
Club, however, was not: sufficient to move 
the authorities. That does not mean that the 
subject has been “‘ shelved.’’ Possibly, when 
the country is in a mor: settled condition 
politically, there will be less objection than 
at, present to the granting of modified police 
powers to volunteers, whose principal duty is 
the safe-guarding of the public 


ROAD RACING. —. 

A fifth Irish motor, car race meeting is now 
on the tapis. The Ulster Automobile Club 
proposes to run a 100 miles race at Donagh- 
adee, Co. Down, on 16th June, this to be 
instead of its annual hill climb at Bally- 
bannon. . 

In recent years the Tourist. Trophy week 
competition at Craigantlet has resulted in the 
Belmont Hill becomine the most famous 
gradient in Ireland. Ballybannon, however, 
has a longer association with motor sport. 
It was there that the Gordou Bennett trials 
of 1903 took place. It was there that the 
first open meeting of the Ulster Automobile 
Sports Club was held. That was nine or ten 
years ago. 

Ballybannon is a great wide, hill, and even 
if it is hot the scene of a motoring event this 
year it is almost certain to be used again. It 
is rather a surprise that n®ne of the Ulster 
motor cycle clubs has run a competition there. 

The Donaghadee iace will follow very 
closely upon the Bray “ Round the Houses ”’ 
Race of the Irish Motor Racing Club on May 
19th, and in between the two the Mannin Beg 
and Mannin Moar car races and the Tourist 
Trophy motor cycle races will have taken place 
in the Isle of Man. In August it is proposed 
to hold a race at Skerries, and in September 
there will be the Tourist Trophy car race in 
Co. Down and the Phoenix Park car races in 
Dublin. 

As several motor cycle races also are to be 
held in this country—including the Ulster 
Grand Prix, now an international ‘ classic '"— 
Ireland will be a great centre of motoring this 
year, 

DUBLIN MAN'S SUCCESS. 

Congratulations to Mr. R, O'Reilly, of

Frosty weather has recently been evident in 
Ireland, and the following suggestions as to 
the best methods of preventing damage to 
car radiators, cylinder blocks, etc., have been 
issued by the Royal Automobile Club :— 

A pint of glycerine should be added to 
each gallon of water placed in the radiator, 
It is essential that the glycerine be added to 
the water before it is poured into the 
radiator, and pains should be taken to ensure 
that it is thoroughly mixed. 

If it is at any time proposed to drain off 
the water from the radiator of a car during 
exceptionally cold weather, in the case of 
cars fitted with a water pump, the engine 
should be turned over a few revolutions in 
order to empty completely the pump and 
circulation system. Where plugs are fitted in 
the lower extremities of the cylinder water 
jackets or pump, these should be unscrewed 
and any water still remaining allowed to 
drain off. 

Radiator muffs afford a certain amount of 
protection ‘in the garage, but too much re- 
liance should not be placed upon them, their 
primary function being to maintain water at 
an equable temperature whilst on the road. 
It should be remembered that it is the lower 
‘portion of the radiator which principally re- 
quires protection, and the best type of muff, 
therefore, is that which is unfastened from 
the top downwards, 

lí there is reason to believe that the water 
has actually frozen, great care should be 
exercised in attempting to rectify matters, In 
particular, the crank: shaft should not he 
rotated, as the water fump may be frozen 
solid, and immediate damage would result. 


FEWER ACCIDENTS. 

Acciden:s in 1933 were responsible for only 
11.6 per cent. of the motor breakdowns upon 
which the annual analysis of ¢he R.A.C. is 
compiled. In 1928 they constituted 13.5 per 
cent. of the causes of road mishaps, There 
has been a small but -steady decline every 
year, | 

Carburation troubles and lighting failures, 
while still small, show a notable increase— 
from 2.6 to 4.2 per cent. in the former, and 
from 2 to 2.9 per cent. in the latter case. 
Valve mechanism, cam shaft and timing gear 
mishaps also are on the increase, 

Important decreases are in road wheels and 
suspension , front axles and steering, which are 
nowadays tha cause of very little trouble. 
The most fruitful sources of breakdowns are 
ignition, back axles, cylinders and _ pistons. 
Put they always were,

A DAIMLER JUBILEE. 

Fifty years ago the first patent was issued 
for an air-cooled petrol motor with spark 
ignition. The patentee was Ciottlieb 
Daimler, to whem belongs the chief eredit 
for the development of the light internal 
combustion engine as we know it. He was 
the firat to realise the possibility of using 
the lighter part of paraffin (afterwards called 
petrol) as a convenient gon fuel, and 
to design an engine which would not only 
use that fuel, but. which would itself be light 
enough to be used in a private carriage. 

From the engine which he originally 
patented sprang directly the prototype of 
the modern car engine, and, incidentally, 
the famous British concern which acquired 
the right to manufacture under Daimler’s 
patents and to use his name. As a matter 
of fact, having obtained these rights the 
Daimler Company developed its cars quite 
independently of the original designer, but 
its connection with the jubilee of Gottlieb’s 
patent is direct enough to make the occa- 
sion an interesting one in British motoring 
history,

MR. CRONIN TO COME 
FROM ARBOUR HILL. 


In the Dublin Circuit Court yesterday, 
Mr. J. J. Mooney (instructed by Mr. R. 
O'Doherty), following the application he 
made on the previous day, apphed to Judge 
Davitt for an order directing the Governor 
of Arbour Hill Jail to allow ex-Commandant 
Cronin, who is detained there by an order 
of the Miltary Tribunal, to be present in 
the Circuit Court to prosecute an action for 
£50 damages taken by him against Messrs, 
Lambe Bros, arising out of a motor accident. 

The Judge said that he would be unable 
to hear any civil actions for the next three 
weeks or a month,, and, if he had jurisdic- 
tion to make such an order as he was asked 
for, he would have to set out the date on 
which the action would be commenced. 
Because he could not name a date for the 
hearing of the action, he could not give the 
order asked for. 

The Judge, in reply to Mr. Mooney, ‘said 
that he had no objection to his mentioning 
the case to Judge Shannon. 

Subsequently Mr. Mooney made his ap- 
plication to Judge Shannon, and explained 
that what he wanted was an order directing 
the Governor to produce Mr. Cronin in that 
court on a date to be named for the hearing 
of the action, 

The Judge—Have they refused to allow 
the prisoner to come to court? 

Mr. Mooney—No; we have not asked. 

The Judge said that the solicitor in the 
case should have appealed to the Governor, 

Mr. Mooney said that that might be the 
best thing to do. Recently Judge Davitt 
made an order that a prisoner in Mountjoy 
Jail should be produced before him,-and this 
was done. .He (counsel) was not quite sure 
of the position of the Governor of the deten- 
tion barracks at Arbour Hill with reférence 
to the jurisdiction of the Court, 

The Judge said that he thought Mr. 
Mooney’s solicitor should write to: the 
Governor and ask him whether’ the 
authorities were in a position to make 
arrangements for the attendance in court of 
Mr. Cronff—of course, under escort. Then 
he (the judge) would fix a day suitable to 
them for the hearing of the action. He 
would be surprised if facilities were not 
given to this gentleman to proceed with his 
case. If there was a refusal, he would have 
no hesitation in straining all his efforts to 
make an order that Mr. Cronin be produced, 
because it was necessary that he should not 
be prejudiced. 

Mr. Mooney said that he would ask his 
solicitor to make the application to the 
Governor. He had no reason to believe that 
any opposition would be offered.

Spring Cleaning Covers 


Aileen’s Hints 
Will Help 
The Housewife 

to Save Money. 


FF“ 
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EAR MARY,—Cleaning and laundering 
D soft furnishings such as loose covers, 
lace curtains and eiderdowns are 
usually a big item of expenditure in the 
spring-cleaning campaign. Properly tackled, 
it is not such a scarifying job as it appears 
to get these done at home. 
To begin with, the loose covers. It is 


| essential to shake them thoroughly in the 


open air to remove all surface dust before 
laundering. Then soak them for several 
hours in cold water. The further business 
of washing and ironing needs to be carefully 
done in order to preserve the colour, 


Washing without Soap. 


Chintz covers, for instance, should be washed 
without soap. ‘‘Impossible,’’ you say. No; 
it is not. Make some bran water by boiling 
a handful of bran in water and then strain- 
ing. Wash the covers in two lots of this, and 
afterwards rinse them in rice water to give them 
a little stiffness, Wring them out and shake 
thoroughly to remove creases, turn them 
inside out (as an extra precaution against 
fading), and hang them in the open air in- 
mediately; but be sure they are not in the 
sun—a breezy day without direct sunlight is 
the best to choose for the whole process. 

Ironing should be done while the material 
is still slightly damp, but on no account use 
a very hot iron, as this affects the colours. It 
is a good idea to leave the ironing of the un- 
get-at-able corners till the covers are on the 
chairs again. And a very good tip to make 
covers stay “put,” instead of racking up in 
an unsightly fashion every time they are sat 
upon, is to make tight rolls of newspaper and 
push these down firmly on top of the cover 
where the seat meets the sides and back of 
the chair—that unfailing trap for mislaid 


purses, cigarette cases, fountain pens and 
dust. 


Lace Curtains. 


Lace Clirtains are abominably easy to tear 
and pull out of shape—if you don’t use them 
gently. They should be given a good shak- 
ing. then steep them in cold water overnight. 

Next day squeeze out the soaking water, 
and plunge the curtains into warm, very 
soapy water, and squeeze the dirt out. But

never rub an inch. Now put them into a 
muslin bag, and boil for twenty minutes, 
then rinse in cold water, with a little blue 
to eounteract the yellowing effect of soaping 
and boiling. 

After squeezing out as much water as pos- 
sible, hang them lengthwise on the line, over 
blankets or sheets, to dry. 

Net curtains, unless of artificial silk, may 
be treated the same way. 

Artificial silk should not be soaked or 
boiled. 

And when ironing flimsy curtains of any 
kind it is always advisable to use only a 
moderately hot iron, and to work with a thin 
cloth—an old sheet will do—over the article 
you are ironing. 

When it comes to re-hanging curtains, not 
on rods or railroads, use elastic instead of 
tape to secure a really good “ hang.” 


Dry Cleaning. 


If curtains are not badly soiled it 
possible to dry clean them simply. 
Warm some bran in the oven, rub this 
gently, but thoroughly, into the curtains. 
and leave them spread flat for an hour or 
more. After this hang them on the line, 
Shake well, and brush with a very soft 
clothes-brush, and you will find they turn up 
spick and span. 

EKiderdowns can be washed, too, if the 
colours are reasonably fast. Just soak the 
quilt for a short while in a warm lather of 
soap flakes, squeeze gently, rinse in warm 
water, to which a tablespoon of salt has been 
added; squeeze out, and hang out to drip

itself dry. Then beat it with a cane to fluff 
out the feathers. But never put it through 
the mangle, as this makes. the feathers prick 
through their covering. 

One last hint. Velveteen hangings, cushion 
covers, etc., though they look a heavy under- 
taking, are very easily washed if you re- 
member : 

(1) Not to rub; 

(2) Not to wring; 

(3) To hang them out dripping wet; . 

(4) And leave them to look after them- 
seives. 

Treated thus, velveteen requires no ironing. 
When thoroughly dry brush over briskly with 
a good clothes-brush to bring up the pile.

This. would not only improve our digestion 
and our health, but save much labour at pre- 
sent expended in cooking. 

Excessive expenditure upon sugar and 
sweets, including jam and marmalade, Is re- 
sponsible fof much ill-health and disease. More 
than the quantity of sugar required by the 
kody is obtained through mastication of 
bread, potatoes, and other forms of starch. 
However, when food is hurriedly eaten, 
nothing like its full value is secured. 

Tea, improperly made and taken in excess, 
or at the wrong times, plays havoc with 
nerves and digestion. It is also a*cause of 
rheumatic ailments and sleeplessness, and has 
many other equally serious, though usually 
ulrecognised, consequences, 

The animal world, with its dry feeding, 
sets a good example to human beings. By 
drinking freely at meals, as many of us do, 
we upset the beneficent arrangements for 
digestion made by Dame Nature. 

Liquids should not be taken at a high 
temperature. 

Copious drinks of fresh, cold water should 
be taken on rising and before retiring, and 
between meals. Less is required when the 
diet contains plenty of raw salad and fruit.

. High Adventure. 


Irishmen seem to be always getting into 
the news when risks are being taken and 
deeds of high adventure are being done. 
I suppose that most of my readers have 
been following the fortunes of the little 
naval sloop Milford, which, under the 
command of Rear-Admiral Evans, whose 
name always will be associated with the 
Broke, has been meeting very heavy 
weather in the Antarctic. She set out little 
over three weeks ago on a three-thousand 
mile patrol cruise in the Antarctic, largely 
in order to clear up the mystery of Bouvet 
Island, the whereabouts and character of 
which are apparently open to doubt. - When 
she had gone a thousand miles the Mil- 
ford ran into a gale of seventy miles an 
hour, and after some very heavy buffeting 
was compelled to return to Simonstown 
for shelter. I-have no doubt that Admiral 
Evans will not drop his expedition, and 
that as soon as the weather is reasonably 
favourable he will set out again.

Potato Alcohol. 


The production of industrial alcohol 
Írom potatoes has caused great interest in 
rural areas in the Free State, and I hear 
that the farmers in the potatoffrowing 
districts hope to make their fortunes when 
the new distilleries are erected. However, 
it is not generally known that the potato 
which is used in the German agricultural 
distilleries is not the same type as the 
culinary variety. It appears that the 
common potato is not suitable for dis- 
tillation. Incidentally, in 1918, the 
British Government considered the ques- 
tion of producing power alcohol from 
vegetables. One of the most significant 
soak gCais in the report of the Inter- 

epartmental Committee is the following: 
_ “ Seeing that one ton of potatoes yields 
only 20 gallons of 95 per cent. alcohol, 
while the yield from artichokes is only 
very slightly higher, we are of opinion 
that, having regard even to the pre-War 
prices of potatoes and artichokes in the 
United Kingdom, power alcohol cannot be 
produced in this country from these 
sources on a commercial basis except 
under some system of State spbventioh.”’

TWO ASPECTS OF 
BACTERIA. 


- 


Lecturing on “Man and Microlie,” at 
Trinity College, Dublin, on Wednesday, Dr. 
J. W. Bigger said that all microbes were not 
necessarily harmful to man. ‘‘Could the 
wave of a magician’s wand,” he said, ‘‘ banish 
all bacteria Ran the earth, only for a short 

time would our existence be improved, and 
within a very few years we would die 
miserably of starvation. . 

“ Every form of putrefaction and decay is 
due to microbes, and let us consider what 
would be the result of the complete absence 
of microbial life. There would still be death, 
but there would be no decay.’’ 

Dr. Bigger went on to show that bacteria 
played a great part in the cultivation of the 

land, and that the rotation of crops was de- 
signed to give them full scope. Microbes, 
too, were responsible for the spongy texture 
of our bread, and for the beer or wine which 
we drank. 

Our bodies: were surrounded with innumer- 
able bacteria, and many of them were dar; 
gerous. They were kept at bay, however 
by many natural defences, including the skit 
itself, sweat, or tears, but they were con 
stantly getting. past these defences throug] 
little wounds or scratches in the skin. Ever 
so, these invasions very rarely resulted i 
infection, for the majority did not find them 
selves in a favourable environment, and sr 

did not develop. 

He then described the difference between 
parasitic and pathogenic bacteria, and the 
various diseases that each kind produced. 
Immunity from a disease might be secured 
by exposure to small doses of the organism, 
and this had been made much use of wi 
doctors. Concluding, he said that, althoug' 
great advances had been made in recent 
years in the study of bacteria, our know- 
edge was still far from complete, and within 
another half-century man would be much 
more capable than he was to-day in prevent- 

ing the diseases due to them.

NEW MOVEMENT ON FOOT IN 
RUSSIA. 


There is no place for the familiar 
characters of the novel in the literature of 
Soviet Russia, writes Reuter’s Moscow Cor. 
respondent. Instead, a movement is on foot 
to write fiction having as its theme science 
or techiique. 

The most prominent Soviet writers and 
scientists, says the Tass Agency, have put 
forward a proposition for mutual co-operation 
in writing fiction. Their object is to produce 
fiction reflecting the latest achievements in 
science and technique. 


PHYSICS IN FICTION. 

The well-known Soviet physicist, A. F. 
Yoffe, a member of the Academy of Science, 
suggests that he should begin ~\:is co-opera- 
tion by writing—in collaboration with an 
author—books of fiction dealing with physics. 
He declares that: ‘‘ Unprecedented radical 
changes have taken place in physics during 
the last ten to fifteen years. Humanity has 
learned new sides of the world. All com- 
prehensions and ideas have to be fashioned 
anew. Fiction must reflect both the history 
of discoveries and their influence on the 
development of human culture.” 

Another Soviet physitist, N. Semonov, has 
already begun two novels, which—‘‘in a 
fascinating manner’’—will acquaint the reader 
with the chief stages of the development of 
chemistry.

Dublin, against 
Messrs. Clery and Go., Ltd., O'Connell street, 
Dublin, Mr. FitzGerald concluded his reply 
on behalf .of the plaintiff, and Mr, Justice 
Hanna reserved judgment, which, he an- 
nounced, he would deliver next Monday. The 
plaintiff claimed £32,400 damages for alleged 
breach of agreement by the defendants, in 
removing him from the position of managing 
director of the company; and the defendants 
stated that the plaintiff had not carried out 
the agreement, and pleaded that the removal 
of the plaintiff from the position of manag- 
ing director was necessary in the interests of 
the business and of ‘the shareholders of the 
company.

Mr. McGuire was not 
going to forfeit his own position in the hope 
of buying the business in liquidation, and if 
any man ever kept out of trouble with the 
bank better than Mr. McGuire had done he, 
Counsel, would be glad to hear of him. The 
hank manager had stated that he did not 
require any Pweg oom of the board of the 
company, at the interview about the repay- 
ment of the £4,000, as he would take Mr. 
McGuire’s word for it, and it was fantastic 
to suggest that Mr. McGuire wanted to 
reduce. his own profits by bringing the 
finances of the company into a precarious 
condition.

CARNERA RETAINS 
WORLD TITLE. | 


CHAMPIONSHIP FIGHT 
THRILLS IN MIAMI.

MIAMI (FLORIDA), Thursday. 


Primo Carnera, the giant Italian heavy- 
weight, retained his world’s championship 
title in a thrilling fight with Tommy 
Loughran,. the American, in the Madison 
Square Bowl here to-night. It was a points 
decision. 

Everything pointed to its being one of the 
biggest financial “ flops” in the history of 
boxing. There were only 5,000 people present. 
Carnera was a 4 to 1 favourite. He had an 
advantage of 6st. 2lb. in weight, scaling 
19st. 41b. to Loughran’s last. 2ib. - 

A heavy downpour drenched the open-air 
arena shortly before the start, and the two 
Am were hastily summoned to the ring- 
side. | 

Carnera. looking none too happy, made 
his way to the ring to a tornado of booing. 

First Round—Loughran landed the first 
blow, a left to the body. Carnera, however, 
quickly sent the challenger to the ropes, 
where they both swapped punches to the 
body. Loaghran soon afterwards complained 
that the Italian was st®pping on his toes. 
Carnera then pounced on -his man, pushing 
him from side to side of the ring amid much 
booing. Carnera got home a left hook to the 
head and then a right-left to the body. 
Loughran replied by thrice jabbing him to 
the jaw.

: ee as 
PROBLEM OF HOME 
ASSISTANCE. 


A T the meeting of the Dublin City 


Council which will be held next Mon- 

day the members will consider the 
election of eighteen persons to represent the 
Corporation on the Port Sanitary Board, and 
also the appointment of a representative on 
the Royal irish Academy of Music Board. 

Councillor Patrick J. Cahill has given notice 
of. motion to request the City Manager to 
inquire into the Corporation’s powers as to 
the enactment of a by-law making it an 
offence for any person to stand or kneel on 
a window-sill above a specified height from 
the ground without adequate support or a 
safety appliance. 

Councillor T. Kelly, T.D., will move that 
the Council requests the Free State Govern- 
ment to order an inquiry into the sufficiency, 
or otherwise, of the grants made in connection 
with home assistance in Dublin. 

‘he Free State Minister for Education has 
notified the Council that at present it is not 
intended to introduce legislation relative to 
the provision of school ks for pupils in 
primary schools. 


ORMOND MARKET AREA, 


In his monthly report to the Council the 
City Manager states, with regard to the 
Ormond Market area housing scheme, that 
bas were considered for the erection of a 
lock of tenement flats on ground which is 
Corporation property between Charles street 
and Chancery place, acquired some years ago 
in connection with the Ormond Market 
housing scheme. It was saggested that a 
proportion of the dwellings should be bas 
one-room and partly two-room self-contained 
flats, with the necessary scullery, water 
service and sanitary accommodation. The 
Bua was, therefore, to be regarded more 
or less as an experiment, and was duly sub- 
mitted to the Minister for his approval. He 
replied that, while he appreciated fully the 
desire of the Corporation to secure a cheaper 
form of accommodation for the class of 
families referred to, he was of opinion that, 
particularly at present, when the great scarcity 
of housing accommodation tends to bring 
about overcrowding even in newly-constructed 
dwellings, it would be inadvisable to include 
the provision of one-room dwellings among 
the methods to be adopted by the Corporation 
to secure the provision of housing accom- 
modation. He, therefore, requested that the 
Ea should be revised accordingly. This 
as been done, and amended plans have been 
submitted providing for sixteen two-room and 
eleven three-room flats, totalling twenty-seven 
in all. ” As stated, the land is the property 
of the Corporation, and upon the receipt of 
the necessary sanction steps will be taken to 
have the specification and bills of quantities 
prepared for the invitation of building 
tenders. 


£32,000 SCHEME. 


A scheme for the erection of sixty-six flats 
in North Cumberland street has been sub- 
mitted to the Minister for approval. The 
existing Penny Dinner Hall is to be substi- 
tuted by accommodation on the ground floor 
of the block. Tha estimated cost of the 
scheme is £32,000 ? 

The Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health has approved of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. H. G. Simms as housing archi- 
tect: for five years at a salary of £750, rising 
to £850 per annum.

ACCIDENTS. 


STATISTICS FOR 1933 
| | abú 
ex hundred and eighty-five persons 


were killed and 2,747 injured in road 

accidents in the Free State during 
1933, according to statistics just issued by 
the Traffic Department of the Civic Guard 
headquarters. ‘These figures show a reduc- 
tion of seventeen in the number of persons 
killed and 187 in the number injured in the 
previous year. The total number of accidents 
which involved personal injury in 1933—2,648 
—was the lowest since 1927, when the num- 
ber was 2,518. 
The total numbfr of accidents reported 


to Civic Guards during the year was 5,470, 


and of these 4,397 involved motor cars or 
other mechanically-propelled vehicles. It is 
probable that the returns under this heading 
for 1934 will be somewhat higher, in view 
of the fact that under the new Road Traflic 
Act every accident must be reported to the 
police by the persons involved. 

An analysis of the ages of the persons 


‘killed shows that 61 were between the ages 


of one year and three months and twenty; 
59 were between twenty and fifty; while 65 
were over fifty years of age. The oldest 
person who received fatal injuries in a road 
accident was eiglity-eight. | 


SIXTY KILLED IN DUBLIN. 


In the Dublin Metropolitan area, where 
1,166 accidents involving personal injury oc- 
curred, sixty people were killed; the Dublin 
and Wicklow division had the second highest 
number of persons killed—twenty—and Cork 
(East Riding) third—nineteen. 

Omnibuses were responsible for 206 acci- 
dents (sixteen of which were fatal) in 1935, 
aa against 229 (with thirty-two deaths) in 
the previous year. ~~ | 

The details of the causes of the 5,470 ac- 
cidents on the Free State roads Jast year 
show thta 2,500 of them were apparently due 
to faults on the part of drivers of mechanic- 
ally-propelled vehicles. Failure to exercise 
care at road junctions was the most frequent 
cause of accidents, and the total attributed 
to this cause was 667, of which four proved 
fatal. Improperly overtaking another vehicle, 
** cutting in” or ‘‘ cutting out’’ was respon- 
sible for 599 (five fatal), while inattention, 
confusion or lack of judgment on the part 
of the driver resulted in nine deaths in 460 
crashes. Excessive speed was the cause of 
226 accidents (eleven fatal), while driving 
under the influence of drink caused 31 
smashes and two deaths. Only four accidents 
in which cars were involved were attributable 
to the driver being physically unfit; one of 
these was fatal. 

Defective steering and defective brakes 
caused six deaths in 111 accidents, while 


dazzling lights resulted in 53 crashes, four 
of which proved fatal. © 
CHILDREN AND CYCLISTS. 


Fifteen children (under 12 years) were 
killed through running suddenly out into the 
roadway, and 165 others were injured throygh 
the same cause. Crossing roads carelessly 
was responsible for the death of ten adult 
pedestrians and injury to 133 others. Seven 
cyclists lost their lives and 39 were injured 
swerving in front of vehicles. 
Animals were responsible for 135 accidents, 
a dog being the cause of the one fatal ac- 
cident under this heading. 

Road conditions were the direct cause of 
502 accidents, 220 of these being the result 
of a restricted view at a corner or crossing. 
One death was attributed to a permanently 
slippery road surface, while a temporarily 
greasy surface caused two fatal accidents 
and 171 others.

IN EUROPE. 


DR. CONRAD HOFFMAN'S 
- ADDRESS. 


Dr: Conrad Hoffman, Director of the 
International Missionary Council's Depart- 
ment of Jewish Work, addressed a public 
meeting in the Gregg Memorial Hall, Dawson 
street, Dublin, on Wednesday night on the 
Jewish situation in Europe and America, 

The Very Rev. J. J. Macaulay, D.D., pre- 
sided. 

Dr. Hoffman said that to-day there were 
seventeen million Jews in the world. Fifteen 
millions or more of these lived in so-called 
Christian lands. 

They must recognise that anti-Semitism was 
by no means confined to Germany, and that it 
existed virtually everywhere Jews were 
found. It was a denial of the spirit and 
teaching of Christ. 

The solution of the Jewish refugee problem 
was to provide rehabilitation somewhere else 
in the world, and was the task which 
Christendom should help to solve. 

At the conclusion of the lecture.the chair- 
man said that nothing would be more con- 
ducive to the recovery of the dignity and 
freedom of this historic people than the sym.

The MINISTER FOR EDUCATION (Mr. 
Derrig) said that they read in the newspapers 
that morning that a concession had been made 
Ly the Director-General of the League} of 
Youth towards the betterment of conditions 
aud the preservation of order in this country.

Mr. MacDERMOT (U.1.P., Roscommon) 
said that the Minister had overlooked that at 
least 80 per cent. of the people whom the 
Government had imprisoned. were followers of 
their own. All the Blue Shirts imprisoned 
were there for no worse offence than wearing 
blue shirts. 

The Attorney-General (Mr. CONOR 
MAGUIRE) said that that was not so. Prac- 
tically every one of them charged was 
charged with the possession of a gun. There 
were’ fourteen supporters of the Blue Shirt 
movement at present in jail. 

Mr. MacDERMOT denied that the chil- 
dren who had worn blue shirts at the school 
did so by instruction. No such order had 
been issued. 

Mr. MacDERMOT went on to refer to the 
‘‘Broy Harriers,’’ when the Speaker called 
him to order, and said that those men were 
officers of the State and deputies should not 
refer to them by nicknames. 

Mr. MacDERMOT said that he did not 
wish to cast any reflection on them, but he 
would point out that there were men being 
recruited who had failed to get a character 
from their parish priest. He was prepared 
to admit that those who were not familiar 
with the condition of affairs in this country 
could say there was a prima facie case for 
the bill.

“What is their attitude towards the con- 
stitutional Opposition?

opinions as soon as these opinions have been 
rejected by the electorate. 

The Government went round. the country 
complaining in the bitterest terms because the 
Opposition carried out its duty, as every 
Opposition must carry out its duty in any 
country where Parliamentarianism was estab- 
lished. Parliamentarianism and democracy 
would become’ an absolute sham if freedom 
of opinion and freedom of speech were wiped 
out in the way in which the Government 
would seem to wish to see them wiped out.

‘It was not until the National Guard came 
into being,t with General O’Dufiy at its 
head, that the President even went the 
length of saying that he advised young men 
not to join any military or qnasi-military 
body. The fact remained that, with all the 
enormous prestige and responsibility and 
influence over the youth of the country that 
the President had, he had never, so far 
as Mr. MacDermot was aware, nor had any 
of his followers, definitely stated that the 
R.A. was’ an institution which ought not 
to exist. On the contrary, they had 
many utterances of a different ten 
dency, and the other day a Fianna 
Fail member, in connection with the 
new Defence Force, said. that he con- 
sidered it ought to be recruited with the idea 
that the people who composed it should have 
a governing influence on the political opinions 
of the masses; in other words, that they 
should intimidate the masses. 


GOVERNMENT’S FAULT. 

They had another speech some time ago, 
made in the presence of the President, by a 
Deputy from Kerry, in which that Deputy 
referred to the members of the I.R.A. as the 
real people who ought to be in control of this 
House and of this country. When that was 
the situation it was perfectly idle for the 
Minister for Justice or any of his colleagues 
to speak on an academic basis about the 
desirability of banning Blue Shirts, or inter- 
fering with such an organisation. They had 
a special situation in Ireland, created by the 
fault of the Government. There was not a 
single member of the Opposition who was not 
conscious of a tremendous difference and a 
tremendous improvement throughout the 
country in the morals of the people as a re- 
sult of the development of the Blue Shirt 
organisation that had taken place during the 
last six months. They had been told by the 
Attorney-General that the last election pro- 
ceeded under ideal conditions. He utterly 
denied that, from personal experience. People 
were prevented from attending meetings by 
threats all over the country, and in Roscom- 
mon, supporters of the Fianna Fail Party, 
wearing badges and emblems, made demons- 
trations outside the polling-booths against 
those whom they were believed were going 
to vote against them, and as far as they 
could interfered with and intimidated the 
voters. 

“ That,” declared Mr. MacDermott, “will 
not happen at the next General Election."’ 
(“ Hear, hear,” from the Opposition benches). 
“ And the reason why it will not happen is 
because of the existence- of the Blue Shirts, 
and for no other reason.” 

The Government in this bill, he said, were 
taking one of many steps to achieve their 
object. "I wonder was this bill brought in 
because the Government are displeased with 
the operation of the Public Safety Act and are 
embarrassed with the working of the Act. 
because under it they have had to put so 
many of their own supporters in prison. 
Perhaps, now. they are going to try the alter- 
native method of confining their attention to 
supporters of the Opposition.’’ Unfortunately 
he found nothing in the record of the Govern- 
ment to lead him to the hope that the bill 
represented a real effort to bring about in this 
country conditions of genuine democracy and 
genuine parliamentary government. : 

“There have been," said Mr, MacDermot, 
“many mentions of a desire for peace, 
harmony and co-operation. Therefore, I can 
take these expressions seriously, I wish I 
could hope that the Government would 
retrace their steps and try and bring about 
harmony in this country, which, É think 
myself, ought to be quite possible. I suggest 
that before now it was quite possible for 
members of this House to come together on 
the whole question of preserving ordered con- 
ditions. I think they could come together on 
much more than that—on lines that would 
permit of a settlement of our financial dispute 
with England. and our constitutional relations 
with England. I thing that to a large 
extent we are fighting about shadows. I think. 
that the fundamental differences bet ween 
the various parties in this country are not 
nearly as deep as they appear to be, I think 
the Government “is being dragged along a 
path—and, in its heart of hearts. must realise 
it is nót a wise or sound path to pursue—that 
it 18 being dra@ged along it because of its own 
port and pronouncements that would be -far 

tter forgotten. 

“At any time that the Government shows 
the slightest disposition to call the Opposition 
into consultation—to call the Opposition to its 
aid in arriving .at a settlement of our diffi- 
culties with England, in arriving at a settle. 
ment of our economic difficulties, in arriving 
at a policy which will lead to the reunion of 
the Irish nation as a whole, they will find the 
Opposition only too ready to co-operate.”

LABOUR AND THE BILL. 


LEADER'S STATEMENT. 


Mr. NORTON (Labour, Kildare) said that 
Mr. Hogan was not entitled to set himself up 
to lecture the Labour Party on this. or on 
any other matter in that House. Deputy 
Hogan's speech war reminiscent of the period 
associated with the civil war. Deputy Hogan 
made an attack in that House which was not 
only a disgrace to the House, but a disgrace 
to the nation. He described the Irish people 
as hooligans, and he (Mr, Norton) wondered 
from his speech whether Deputy Hogan did 
not still wish that we were a province of 
Britain. He regretted the. necessity for the 
introduction of this bill, but with the 
experience of the past twelve: months before 
their minds it was necessary that they should 
take stock of the position and observe the 
tendency of certain political elements in this 
country to become militaristic, and endeavour 
to stop political militarism in this country. 
The result of that spirit, which was notice- 
able during the past twelve months, must 
inevitably bá to bitterness and strife. 

To-day there was a dangerous element in 
pees. and it reguired very little to march 
rom “bitter personal feeling and strife to 
civil war. If there was another civil war in 
this ccuntry it would mean the end of demo- 
cratic government and a dictatorship. 

He wished that it were possible a agree- 
ment between all parties to get back to normal 
political lines. The Labour Party always had 
stood for peace. The leader of the Blue Shirt 
movement in this country said that the 
present Parliamentary system was un-lIrish, 
and should be replaced. 

Mr. MacDERMOT contradicted this state: 
ment, and said that at their annual con- 
vention it was stated definitely that they 
stood for Parliamentary Government. 


INCIDENTS AT KILDARE. 

Mr. NORTON, continuing, said that at 
Kildare last Sunday some Blue Shirts were 
armed with metal bars and knuckledusters. 
That could be proved by the doctors who 
dressed the wounds of the men who were 
injured, i 

Asked by members of the Opposition for 
the names of the doctors, Mr. Norton replied 
that the dispensary medical officer of Kil- 
dare was one of them. 

Continuing, he said that he would not like 
to see that bill a victory for any political 
party. Every party should be allowed to 
hold their meetings without disturbance or 
interruptions, and he hoped that the Govern- 
ment would take every measure, even the 
most drastic, to see that all parties were 
allowed to hold their political meetings with- 
out interference. He was voting for the bill 
definitely in the ne that, once it was 
passed, a vigorous effort would be made by 
the Government to insure that every political 
party would be entitled to freedom of speech 
at public meetings. 


RMPLOYERS AND WORKMEN, 

In many places in Kildare people were 
being urged by their employers to join the 
Blue Shirt movement and wear blue shirts at 
political meetings, under threat of loss of 
employment. The weapon of economic neces- 
sity was being used to compel the workmen 
to wear blue shirts, and the price of refusing 
to de so was loss of employment. The 
party opposite had passed a resolution urging 
Blue Shirt employers only to employ tha 
who supported the movement, 

Mr. D. FITZGERALD—Where was it 
passed ? ; 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Co. Cork)—At 
Midleton. 

Mr. LEMASS—You can find it every week 
in the l/nited Jrishman, 

Continuing, Mr. NORTON said if the bill 
did nothing else but save the workmen from 
the indignity of wéaring blue shirts prescribed 
by their employers it would be justifiable. 

Mr. BELTON—If the assertion were troe, 
but it is not true. I have two men in my 
employment who canvassed against me at the 
last election. If you persist.in this they will 
leave my employment. 


“A COERCION BILL.” 


Mr. W. R. KENT (Ind., E. Cork) said he 
would like to know from Deputy Norton 
where in Kildare he could. get the surplus 
blue shirts—the colour was indifferent—in 
order to clothe the unfortunate shirtless un- 
employed of East Cork. There must be some- 
thing extraordinarily wrong with the 
country when at this stage the Government 
introduced a measure of this kind. The bill, 
like all coercion bills would be a failuxye, just 
as were the coercion bills passed by the old 
ascendancy gang under Balfour. 

There should be some other ways and means 
found of binding together the two big parties. 
The people were crying out for unity and 
peace. He made a suggestion to the leaders 
of the twe big political parties in the House 
that there was a way out of the difficulty 
even at the present moment, and that was by 
coming into the peace conference that Cardinal 
MacRory consented to nreside at, 

Freedom of speech, continued Mr. Kent, was 
the God-given right of everyone in the coun- 
trv. Every man had a right to his own 
political views, and to express them either 
In private or public, but no man had a right 
to stand on a public platform and incite people 
to violence or bloodshed, 

Concluding, Mr. Kent appealed to the mem- 
bers of the House in God’s name not to look 
mournfully into the past, but rather to turn 
their minds to the future to see how they 


| could best work for the welfare and prosperity 


of the people. 


WHY THE BLUE SHIRTS EXIST. 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD (U.LP., 
Carlow-Kilkenny) said that before the Blue 
Shirts wore Blue Shirts it was a common thing 
to read in the newspapers of people being as- 
saulted at public meetings. 

When the present Government came into 
office it released criminals from prison and 
allowed criminal organisations to organise, 
and permitted the holding up. of traffic by 
organisations that existed for the overthrow 
of the State. They then proceeded to deny 
his party, and even the Centre Party, as it 
was then, the right of free speech. It was 
that that brought the A.C.A. and the 
National Guards into existence. From that 
on there was no trouble at meetings until last 
Sunday, when the Government had again 
made it safe for the blackguards, That was 
the position. The Government was: again 
obeying the orders of its criminal masters. 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, submitted that that statement 
should not be made in the House. The im- 
plieation was, that the Government had no 
moral authority, and that those who dis- 
obeyed its enactments were justified. The 
only masters of the Government were the 
lris': people. 

Mr. FITZGERALD—TI said nothing of the 


sort. 


CIVIL WAR BITTERNESS. 
Continuing, Mr. Fitzgerald said that the 
Government had not been able to put up any 
case in relation to the wearing of a uniform. 
There was nothing in the bill about masks 
being a uniform. It was the mask-men going 
about at night that was not banned, but the 
man going out openly in the light of day 
was to be put down by the Government, 
The Government accused the Opposition 
of reviving the bitterness of the civil war, 
but recently when he was coming out of the 
Cathedral with Deputy Cosgrave there were 
shouts of ‘seventy-seven murders.” That 
kind of mud was used hy every mem- 
ber oí the Government front-bench, and then 
they came in there with hypocritical unetion, 
and talked about trying to Ki the bitterness 
of the civil war, Le 


THE LABOUR LEADER. 


Deputy Norton wanted everything on a 
democratic basis, but he was supporting the 
Government in doing something undemocratic. 
They all knew that President de Valera when 
he spoke of democracy, meant autocracy— 
mob-law—whereas Deputy Norton meant some- 
thing ratified by the last meeting of the 
Trades Union Congress, or the Fabian Society, 
in Ireland, that should never more be ques- 
tioned. The utter contemptibility of Deputy 
Norton’s mentality was something discredit- 
able to human nature; for his pretence was 
that he stood for a form of democracy.  ' 

If the Government were honestly anxiously 
considering the situation now brought about, 
they would demonstrate their honesty of pur.

Shipping and Commerce. 
The British shipping industry has 
ceased to conceal its anxiety. Before 
the War Britain's share oí the world's 
tonnage amounted to 41.6 per cent. ; 
to-day it is no more than 27.9 per 
cent. Running expenses are larger than 
they were; freights are smaller. Once 
Britain was the world’s carrier ; to-day the 
other nations possess their own ships, and 
make decreasing demands upon the 
services of their mentor. Two causes con- 
tribute to the industry 's decline. The first, 
which affects all nations impartially, is the 
universal shrinkage of trade. The second, 
which affects.only Great Britain, is the 
fact that, while British lines must compete 
for trade entirely on their own merits, 
almost every other nation subsidises its 
carrying services, thereby enabling them 
to “ cut.” their charges for ‘freightage. 
Both of these factors are considered in the 
statement of policy which was approved at 
yesterday's annual meeting of the Chamber 
of Shipping of the United Kingdom, and 
will be submitted to the Government. As 
an immediate help, it recommends that 
subsidy shall be met by subsidy. Any 
section of the mercantile marine which can 
prove that a subsidy is essential to its 
continued existence ought to be able to 
claim the and the 
burden of taxation which hampers British 
shipping ought to be pruned. 
Subsidies, at their best, 
expedients, but in the present case it is 
hard to see how British shipping can be 
saved without them. The alternative is to 
place an embargo, or a heavy disability, on

retaliation. There is little doubt that the 
British Government will be disposed to 
help the shipping interests, and that, until 


to the lines that need them. Yet, as the ship- 
owners recognise and admit, this relief 
touches only the fringe of the problem, and 
nothing can bring lasting health to the 
industry except a widespread revival of 
commerce. Their 
therefore, involves the whole extensive 
problem of international economics. Clearly 
they do not believe that Empire free trade 
in itself can restore prosperity to the 
shipping industry; and they plan on a 
larger scale. They propose, in brief, that 
Great Britain shall seek to unite herself 
with the other creditor nations into a huge 
economic bloc.

All the nations comprising 
that bloc will consent to accept such pay- 
ment in goods and services as will offset 
their creditor position; they will agree to 
stabilise prices and currencies, and to 
restore the freedom of the seas for peaceful 
commerce. Only thus, say the shipowners, 
will real prosperity return to the world at 
large. 

The first step to the goal must be taken 
by Britain. Her duty, according to the 
shipowners, is to negotiate bilateral trade 
treaties with the other creditor countries,

Theoretically, it has 
its virtues ; but those virtues, in the long 
run, are far more than balanced by its 
defects. When Great Britain abandoned 
free trade she gave that doctrine its coup 
de grace; for, so long as supply continues 
to outrun demand, every nation requires 
markets for surplus produce—and, 
with Britain’s change of allegiance, no 
market remained. The tariff race is still 
in progress because it can be checked 
only by international co-operation, and 
no country is willing to take the initiative. 
Conferences will not mend matters, as the 
fiasco of the World Economic Conference 
has shown; but the influence of a single 
great nation, which admitted openly that 
it aimed at the restoration of free trade, 
and would deal only with nations that 
kept the same ideal in view, ought to be 
decisive. Britain, manifestly, is best 
suited to give such a lead. She has most 
to gain from a revival of free trade, and 
her vision is not yet clouded by any 
fanatical faith in tariff walls.

Income Tax in France. 


A certain depression hovers over the 
Free State early in the summer, when 
the authorities of the iucome tax are 
|for information. Her sorrows, how- 
ever, are as nothing before those of 
the French, who underwent the annual 
ordeal last month. Times are hard in 
France, and the Government is impressed 
by the urgent need to extract from the 
taxpayer the ultimate sou. To this end 
a new plan seems to have been adopted, 
end an official from the Ministry of 
Finance was charged to draw up a list 
of questions which should extract the 
fullest information about every possible 
source of income. He succeeded only too 
well. The harassed citizens of the Republic 
were thunderstruck to receive a form which 
required them to answer eighty-one ques- 
tions. Many of them were of an almost 
incredible complexity, but the French long 
ago have been broken in to official inter- 
ference with their private affairs. Their 
strongest objections were aroused by the 
queries in which the demand for know- 
ledge was carried into the realms of 
fantasy, almost of frivolity. Had the 
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taxpayer at his disposal a yacht? Did

an estate for rough shooting? Had he a] 
balloon? Most of the good bourgeois seem | 
to have argued, with some justice, that 
the fortunate possessor 2f any of these 


them. The climax came with the simple 
question—evidently designed to jog the 
memory of merchant princes—‘‘ Did you 
possess a mine last year?” When this 
was followed by the blunt demand, “If 
all your children are dead, say so,” the 
patience of the taxpayers was ex- 
hausted. Thousands of citizens were 
reduced to a state of nervous collapse, 
and a consiant stream of angry com- 
plaint began to descend upon the 
Minister for Finance. A disquieting 
feature of the letters and personal inter- 
views with which the Ministry was over- 
whelmed was the keen desire of the 
infuriated taxpayers to learn the name 
of the official who devised the questions. 
All professed to have urgent business with 
him, and it was clear that, if his identity 
were known, he would learn something to 
his disadvantage. The Minister was 
obliged to make a public apology for the 
“‘maladroit seal ” of his subordinate, but, 
t> the general disappointment, he did not 
reveal his identity. After the lapse of 
years, perhaps, when the national wrath 
has died down, a volume of memoirs may 
lay bare the secret. Until then France 
must harbour in some ministerial bureau 
the unknown genius who, in 1934, plunged 
the nation into despair and rage. 


Road Accidents. 


According to figures which have been 
issued by the Traffic Department of the 
Civic Guard, 185 persons were killed and 
2,747 were injured in Free State road 
accidents during 1933. These figures show 
a reduction of seventeen in the number of 
fatal accidents, and of 187 in the number 
of injuries, in comparison with the 
previous year. The total number of 
accidents of all kinds that were reported 
by the Civic Guards during the year was 
5,470, of which 4,397 involved motor cars 
or other mechanically propelled vehicles. 
Figures for the current year probably will 
be larger, in view of the fact that, under 
the new regulations, every accident must 
be reported to the police by the persons who 
have been involved, In respect of fatal 
accidents Dublin City heads the list with 
sixty deaths. The Dublin-Wicklow division 
comes next with twenty, and the East Rid- 
ing of Cork third, with nineteen. It seems 
that, of the 5,470 accidents reported by the 
Civic Guards, 2,500 were due to negligence 
on the part of drivers of mechanically pro- 
pelled vehicles. Excessive speed was 
responsible for 226 smashes, eleven of 
which were fatal. Drunkenness caused 
thirty-one accidents, with two deaths, and 
667 mishaps of one kind or another resulted 
from ‘‘cutting in ” or ‘‘ cutting out ” on 
the roads. It is encouraging to find that 
there is a decrease, however slight, in the 
number of road accidents, but the problem 
still is very serious. We are glad to notice 
that District Justices throughout the Free 
State are dealing sternly with drunken 
motor drivers. No man who is found to 
be drunk in charge of a motor car ever 
ought to be allowed to drive again, and 
the rigid enforcement of the law in this 
respect would have very salutary results. 


The English Way. 


There are five Fascist organfsations in 
England, and all advertise their principles 
by the wearing of black shirts. Since 
some of them have become a public 
nuisance, the Government proposes to dis- 
courage the political shirt; but it refuses 
to be excited and is moving quietly in the 
matter. The English spirit, in its deep 
reverence for precedent and law, hates to 
meet even exceptional emergencies with 
exceptional measures; and we can be 
certain that the British cure for 
the political shirt habit, when found, 
will be undramatic and entirely con- 
stitutional. Perhaps, The Times has 
discovered this cure in the simple and 
sober plan which it propounded yesterday. 
By a statute of King Henry VII's Parlia- 
ment, in the year 1504, various charges 
were imposed on the wearing of liveries 
for other than domestic purposes. The 
man who gave such liveries forfeited 100 
shillings for every livery, and the ‘‘ taker 
and acceptour of every such lyvere ” paid 
100 shillings, with another 100 shillings 
for every month during which he continued 
to wear it. In 1863, when the Government 
passed the Statute Law Revision Act, Lord 
Palmerston repealed the statute of 1504. 
Manifestly, its revival now-would have one 
of two advantages: it would extinguish the 
political shirt, or at least would be a rich 
source of revenue to the State. As 
The Times says, the thing could be done 
with a complete lack of fuss. Mr. 
Chamberlain could slip into his forthcom- 
ing Budget a little clause which would 
delete from the Schedule to the Statute 
Law Revision Act, 1863, the reference to 
19 Henry VII, cap. 14. “ He has not to 
put his shirt on anything—merely to put 
something on the shirt.”’

is reserved. The result is that here the 
purchaser gets his house subject, to all intents 
and purposes, to a mortgage of £300 or

Many years 
ago a builder told me that, if he sold a 
house he had built at a profit of eight per 
cent. on his outlay, hz was doing well. It 
would seem that at present 80, or even 100, 
per cent. on outlay is demanded. 
Yesterday I passed a field with gn an- 
nouncement that freehold sites could be pur- 
chased, or sites could be lea It would 
be interesting to know what a speculative 
builder, or a financier, in search of an easy, 
safe and perpetual income, who employs a 
builder, would pay for the freehold of an 
acre.

S PEECHES were made in the Dail yesterday that it will be hard 

to forget ; speeches wrung from the speakers by feelings almost 
of terror; a terror that found its culminating expression late at night 
in the dehant admission of the President, as he faced the Opposition 
during the long debate on the Blue Shirt Bill, of: '" Yes, we are up 


against it. - 


‘* Civil war “ were almost the first words which Mr. de Valera 
used when he rose from his seat to begin a speech which lasted for 


an hour, and will be continued to-day. 


Taking the memories of 


the House back to the conflict of 1923, he declared that the bitter- 
ness which is being created to-day is going, if it is not stopped, to 
bring about exactly the same result. 


He dwelt on the hopes that he had entertained of peace result- 
ing from the removal of the oath, and clung to the belief that 


‘* patience was all that was reguired. ' 


46 . . . 5” 
I believe in patience, ' 


he averred, in quiet tones, and then, rousing himself to sudden fury, 
he burst out: ‘* But that policy did not commend itself to the other 


side. They attacked it for cowardice and weakness. - 


Then he 


flung out his anticipated offer to the Opposition. 


‘If they will quit this tomfoolery now of ‘blue shirting, which is 


provocative . 


_. . and if we cannot then get, by the existing forces 


of the law, fair play at pelitical meetings, freedom of speech at 
political meetings, we will get a joint composite force—a national 
force—and they will preserve order. 


ORIGIN OF 


BLUE SHIRT 


ORGANISATION. 


There was no questioning the deadly 
earnestness of the President, whose voice 
shook with emotion as he went on to assure 
the House of the reluctance with which he 
brought in the bill. Declaring himself suspi- 
cious of the intentions of the Blue Shirts, 
he quoted declarations by Mr. Cosgrave and 
Mr. MacDermot of their antagonism to any 
attack on democracy, but added that those 
declarations were not enough. ‘‘ If the 
storm should arise, they,” he said, ‘‘ would 
be only corks In an angry sea. 

“I have heard expressions from deputies 
opposite which show that they would have 
none of the irresponsibilities of General 
O'Duffy, but they cannot restrain him. 
When his League of Youth was properly 
regimented, they would never be able to 
restrain him.’’ 


COMMUNISM. 


So he came to the subject of Communism, 
flinging out a challenge to anyone to show 
that he had ever trafhcked with it, declar- 
ing that Mr. Mulcahy was far more a 
Communist thaw he. This led to elaborate 
quotation from a summary compiled by 
General O'Duffy as to the state of Com- 
munism in the Free State when the Fianna 
Fail Government took office, compiled from 
local reports of the police. 

“Most of the districts showed, according 
to the reports, virtual freedom from Com- 
‘munism. At Kilrush, the President read, 
there were twenty members of the Irish 
Transport Workers’ Union who were 
meinbers of the I,R.A., a-revelation which 
reflected itself in a broad smile on the face 
of the general secretary of that organisa- 
tion, who was listening to the debate from 
the Distinguished Strangers’ Gallery ; and 
the gravity of the House suddenly broke 
when the survey reached Donegal, where 
the extent of Communist activity was 
summed up in the statement that a man 
was visited by a Russian lady, and that a 
few days later he left. | 


‘ HUMBUGGED.” 

Apparently annoyed at this descent into 
humour, Mr. de Valera stopped his reading 
and bellowed: ‘‘ I am reading this report 
in full to show the people of this country 
how they have been buatacad 

Four hundred was the roll of Communists 
for Dublin City, and, having given this 
Geure, the President ended his survey with 
the remark: ‘‘Communisny then was 
fading away, because the one thing that 
could give it life was anything that could 
be revarded as an attack on the liberty of 
the workers. : 

Mr. Mulcahy started the President on a 
new line when he interrupted a denuncia- 
tion ef all trouble-makers by confronting 
him with a quotation from a speech by 
Mr. MlacEntee: ‘‘ Get this accursed crowd 
out of‘our way.” Mr. de Valera’s answer 
staggered the House. 7 

““I often thought and wondered,’’ he 
said, in a tone of deep sorrow, “whether 
this country would be better off if the 
whole Jot of as, on the two benches, were 
taken off and put on some foreign island.” 
Mr. Cosgrave interjected a remark, and 
the President replied: ‘‘I am willing to 
go with the deputy.”’ 


SATISFACTION AND MISERY. 


“Will you take General O’Duffy?” 
asked Mr. MacDermot, with’ an amused 
smile. ‘‘If I thought it would save the 
country some of this craziness I would,” 
he said, and then, attuning himself to the 
flippant mood of the éntire House, he 
added: ‘‘Even though Mr. MacDermot 
would have the satisfaction and I would 
have the misery.’’ 

Tragedy was the. keynote of the speech, 
although it ended with a high tribute to 
te loyalty of the civil servants and 
members of the forces for the way in which 
they had accepted the Fianna Fail 
Government after the departure of its pre- 
decessors. One thing the speech clearly 
showed, however, was how much bigger 
a man is the President than any of his 
Ministers. | 

There were good speeches during the 
day from the Opposition benches, and they 
also, in their different way, struck an 
urgency note near to despair. Running 
through some of them one detected a 
detinite feeling that this *bill could not 
posstbly prove to be the swan-song of the 
slue Shirt. 


DR. O’HIGGINS’S PLEA. 


Dr. O'Higgins crystallised this feeling 
inte words when, in the course of an im- 
passioned plea to the Government not to 
drive members of the Blue Shirt organisa- 
tion further than natural forbearance 
would go, he spoke of what they had al- 
ready endured. i ; 

“ They have submitted to humiliation,” 
he said; “they have bowed the knee 
before power, even though they opposed 
bitterly that power. Inside that organisa- 
tion, time after time, it took lengthy 
argument, great courage and determina- 
tion to get the members to submit to

A dramatic feature of Dr. O’Higgins’s 
speech was his account of the origin of 
the Blue Shirt organisation. It began in 
the early part of 1932, when, as he re- 
minded the House, meetings of the hi 
sition party were being systematicall 
broken up, despite the argument upon 
which the Government were relying in 
this debate that the appearance of the 
blue shirt was the provocative influence. 


THE MOB AT LARGE. 


‘* Six or seven individuals,’’ he said, 
“met together, and their tone was that 
the game was up, that the mob was loose, 
and, with no protecticn from the authori- 
ties, normal polit'cal activity in this 
country was finished. One man said: 
‘Surely something can be done?’ An- 
other said: ‘If young men can be re- 


own Parliament and pull “own their own 
State, surely young men can be got to 


own State.’ : 

“ The man who said that,” said Dr. 

O’ Higgins, in answer to an interruption, 
“was Ned Cronin. 
» “With that motive,” he continued, 
““never since departed from, the A.C.A, 
came into being, out of that the National 
Guard, out of that Young Ireland, and 
out of that the League of Youth. He 
sounded the note. One hundred thousand 
have since taken it up.” 


VALUE OF BLUE SHIRT. 
Then Dr. O'Higgins came to deal with 


the transition into uniform, There had 
been complaints, he said, that members 
of the A.C.A. were behaving riotously 
after meetings, and it was decided that 
they should be put into distinctive dress, 
so that any member who misbehaved 
might be identified. This had its ‘effect ; 
for all reports of rowdyism on the part 
of their members ceased. But there was 
another result, too; the numbers of their 
members increased, and then it was that 
the “ political minds ” in the organisa- 
tion saw the political value of the blue 
shirt—a discovery which was soon after 
made by the Government as well, and 
acted upon. 

The moving plea of Dr. O’ Higgins, ter- 
ribly impressive for its stark simplicity, 
followed after another appea!, marked 
hkewise with earnest sincerity, from Mr. 
MacDermot, who ended on a note of con- 
ciation by suggesting the possibility for 
metubers of the House to come together 
on the question of preserving order in 
the country, and also on the entire pro- 
gramme of settling the economic dispute 
with Great Britain, and the question of 
Constitutional relations with Britain. 


A SHADOW. 


“I think,” he declared, “that, largely, 
we ure fighting over a shadow. Our dif- 
ferences are not nearly so great as they 
appear to be.’ 

These sentiments found an echo in the 
words of Mr. Norton. As for the- bill, 
the Labour leader announced that he in- 
tended to give it his vote, professing as 
his principal reason a fear of Fascism— 
but only after he had read the Govern- 
ment a strong homily on the subject of 
its administration.

Derrig. Several hours later. Mr. 
Donnelly, a Fianna Fail deputy, was 
given a similar order for chiming in per- 
sistently while Dr. O’Higgins was 
making his speech. Mr. Donnelly walked 
to the division lobby, which forms a 
gallery around the Chamber, and there re- 
mained to enjoy the proceedings, until he 
was seized -by the Oireachtas Superinten- 
dent and hustled unceremoniously away. 

This, however, does not indicate a dis- 
orderly sitting. On the contrary, the 
Speaker is to bo congratulated on having, 
by his firmness, maintained a remarkable 
standard of decorum throughout a long 
debate in which feeling was strained to 
its jimits,

MEAT WANTED. 


REDUNDANT COWS. 


PIG TRADE AND FEEDING 
STUFFS. 


- 


CORK, Thursday. 


HEN guestioned by our Agricultural 
Correspondent on the position oí the 
farmera in the South, Mr. E. J. Cussen, as 
secretary of the Cork Farmers’ Union, 
stated that “Munster farmers are 
seriously affected by the restrictions on 
the export of fat and store cattle, The 
issue of licences for fat cattle,” he said, 
““is. surrounded by difficulties which are 
also regarded as vexatious. Many farmers 
who are extensive: cultivators and who 
fatten cattle on the produce of their land 
are discouraged by the delay in securing: 
licences, and by the fact that the propor- 
tion of licences is very small compared 
with the number of cattle prepared for the 
export trade. 

“These restrictions, if persisted in, are 
certain to have a most damaging effect on 
fat cattle production and the resultant 
effect on the cost of living. because the in- 
evitable reduction in supplies must cause 
an increase in the price of beef. 

“The advice of the Minister for Agri- 
culture to extend the tillage area cannot 
be fully responded to as farmers will be 
unable to dispose of tillage products unless 
there is an outlet for the finished article 
—meat. There is an intimate relationship 
between tillage and fat stock farming 
inasmuch as tillage provides the raw 
material for meat production. 


OUTLET FOR MEAT. 


“If the Government cannot provide a 
profitable outlet for meat, it must follow 
as a matter of course that tillage will be 
seriously curtailed. | 

“At the present time store cattle are 
almost unsaleable because (1) of the 
restrictions on export; and (2) sta)] 
feeders are discouraged; the latter being 
the more important reason of the two. 
‘‘Another matter which weighs heavily on 
the market for store cattle is that there is 
no market whatever for redundant dairy 
cows. In the absence of an outlet these 
have to be retained by the farmers, and 
consequently there is very little room left 
te stock heifers. 

‘The Government,” he added, ‘‘ would 
be well advised to introduce a scheme to 
compensate farmers for the destruction of 
redundant cows. Such cows are de- 
teriorating day by day and their retention 
will cause a lowering of the average stan- 
dard of our herds in quality and milk 
output. 

PIGS INCREASING. 

In connection with the pig industry, Mr. 
Cussen said that “ there is a dearth of 
bacon pigs at the moment, but there are 
trustworthy indications that the numbers 
will increase from week to week, and that 
in about two months’ time sufficient will 
be available to supply the home and export 
quota markets, 

“Should the numbers on offer exceed 
the maximum requirements of these two 
markets, a collapse in prices is inevitable, 
and to prevent that possible collapse steps 
should be taken to align the supply to the 
demand. It is to be hoped that the

‘* The prices which prevailed during the 
past few months have encouraged breeders 
to such an extent that the number of sows 
sent to service is greatly in excess of that 
for the corresponding period of ast year. 

“ The prices charged for foodstuffs and 
the inferior quality of these foods, com- 
pared with the old-time foodstuffs, are, 
however,” said Mr. Cussen, ‘‘ a serious 
matter for producers; and unless prices in 
future are at a level which will remunerate 
the feeder, it is certain that a reaction in 
curtailment will soon result.”’ 

On the subject of fertilisers Mr. Cussen 
remarked: ‘‘ There is little demand this 
season for artificial manures. This lack of 
demand is not to be attributed to careless- 
ness on the part of the farmer, but rather 
to the fact that money is scarce, and traders 
are not prepared to give credit as in former 
| years. 

‘The suspension of the policy of apply- 
ing artificial manures extensively will have 
deplorable reactions later in the im- 
poverishment of the soil, and it may take 
years to restore the productive qualities of 
the land to its cout tide of a short time 
ago. 

Subsequently Mr. Cussen made a sugges- 
tion for the disposal of redundant dairy 
cows at a meeting of the Irish Dairy Short- 
horn Breeders’ Association. 


NET CLOSING ROUND 
JUDGE’S MURDERERS. 


SURPRISING TURN IN 
STAVISKY RIDDLE.

FROM Revrer's CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Thursday. 

Gradually the search for the murderers 
of M. Prince, the French judge, whose 
body was found tied to the railway line 
near Dijon a fortnight ago, is being 
narrowed down. More and more clues are 
being obtained to the men who lured M. 
Prince, who was about to present a report 
on the Stavisky scandal, to his death. 

“The Man in the Bowler Hat’’ is the 
central figure. The first clue was given 
by the Paris salesman who sold the hunt- 
ing knife found on the body to a man 
whom he describes as tall, with a certain 
air of distinction, and wearing a dark over- 
coat. M. Lambert, a disabled soldier, 
remembers the man who bought the knife 
bumping into him as they both left the 
shop, and he saw him get into a dark- 
coloured car, where a young man with a 
sallow complexion was waiting for him. 

They spoke about the best way to get to 
Montereau, a town on the way to Dijon, 
and something was said about a chemist, ' 
_M. Lambert insists that he again col- 
lided with the same man in a great hurry 
on an underground railway platform on 
Tuesday last. 

The — given is not unlike that 
of a man who, at the beginning of Feb- 
ruary, stopped the judge in the street, 
and, on the pretext of having met him 
before, asked him to lunch. M. Prince 
refused, but mentioned the incident to his 
family. 

From the evidence of other persons it 
would appear that a man of this descrip- 
tion shadowed M. Prince to the station, 
and travelled in the same train to Dijon, 
where he hurriedly left the station. 

The latest “ sensation’ is the clue cf 
the missing documents. It appears that 
M. Prince was afraid that official inaction 
in the Stavisky matter might be attributed 
to him, and that on February 15th he told 
several of his colleagues that he was 
“greatly relieved’’ to have found two

It was these two documents which M. 
Prince decided to have photographed by 
the Judicial Identity Service, and which 
he was to have handed over to the Public 
Prosecutor on the day following his death. 

It is believed that he kept them care- 
fully in his pocket book, which was miss- 
ing from his body when he was found 
dead, although the bank notes which it 
also contained had been carefully extracted 
and laid beside the remains.

‘Do ALCALA ZAMORA, the Presi- 


dent of the Spanish Republic, de- 
manded the resignation of the Cabinet 
this morning. 

After lightning orders given to the 
Labour leaders, the chief trades unions 
are now holding a session which may de- 
cide the fate of Spain. 

The situation has. suddenly been fur- 
ther complicated by a report from Rome 
that the Pope urges Catholics to accept 
the régime, 

When Senior Lerroux, the Prime 
Minister, went to the Palace this morn- 
ing he attempted to bring about a com- 
promise by a Cabinet reshuffle, involving 
the resignation of only two key Ministers 
—namely, the Home Secretary and the 
Finance Minister, both of Left tendencies 
and persona non grate with the Catholics. 

The President, however, preferred to 
consult the party leaders rather than 
accept so profound a modification. 


GRAVE SITUATION. 


The consultations with .party chiefs 
began with Sefior Lerroux himself, who 
considers his return to office the only pos- 
sible solution in. present. circumstances. 
Others have suggested a dissolution of the 
Corter., 

It is known that the Catholics are tired 
of Sefior Lerroux’s temporising and play- 
ing fast and loose, and have forced the 
ace. 

The Catholics are eager that the 
Premier should return to power, since 
they recognise that an acknowledged 
Catholic Government, with no Radical 
element as a sop to the Left, would al- 
most certainly provoke a labour outbreak. 

A grave situation will also arise if 
Sefior Lerroux refuses to accept the 
Catholic dictates by a formation of a 
Right and Centre Cabinet, and decides to 
withdraw from politics. The Catholics 
will then be forced to demand the reins 
of Government for themselves. This the 
President can only grant if he is willin 
to risk the threatening conflict with 
Labour. 


SUPREME TACT NEEDED. 


The Left Wing parties have already 
made a demand for the dissolution of the 
Cortes, with the formation of a Left 
Wing Concentration Government. The 
Socialist trades. union leaders would 
support such a Government, but what 
would the Right do in such an eventuality 
is the question everybody asks. 

The President will ‘be in a dilemma 
if Lerroux decides to retire, since both 
Right and Left are fiercely determined to 
keep each other out of power. 

Sefior Largo Caballero, who is now 
described as the trumpeter of the coming 
revolution, stated in Barcelona that the 
decisive clash is at hand. 

Only the greatest tact on the part of 
President Zamora wil] avert the dreaded 
débdcle. 


LIVELY SCENES IN 
COMMONS. | 


FORCIBLE REMOVALS 
FROM GALLERY.

Visitors to the Strangers’ Gallery and 
the Ladies’ Gallery of the House of Com- 
mons last night created lively scenes in 
the course of the debate on Mr. Runeci- 
man’s announcement of the general terms 
of the new trade agreement with Russia 
(reported on another page), and no less 
than twelve men and one woman were 
removed by force for uttering noisy 
exclamations and interrupting the pro- 
ceedings of the House. 

Mr. D. Owen Evans was speaking 
shortly after nine o'clock, when a man at 
the back of the Strangers’ Gallery shouted, 
“ Down with the starvation Government.”’ 
Two or three attendants seized and tried 
to eject him from the gallery, but he 
struggled and continued shouting. Pre- 
sently another man exclaimed—‘' We have 
waited patiently: we have failed with the 
constitutional cause, and we have done 
with constitutionalism.’’ Other voices— 
one of them a woman’s—joined the outcry. 
The attendants now were reinforced by 
half a dozen uniformed policemen, the 
disturbers were singled out, and hurried 
struggling from the chamber. 

“ It we are not to be received at the Bar 
of the House,’’ one man said, “ we will go 
back and rouse the constituencies.’’ “We 
demand our rights,” shouted another. 
““ We refuse to starve and die,” ‘‘ Down 
with the Government,” came from several

Within an hour there was a further out- 
break in the Strangers’ Gallery. A man 
rose at the back of it and shouted: ‘‘ There 
are no unemployed in Russia.’’

Shortly after the interrupters had been 
removed from the Public Gallery of the 
House the police found it necessary to 
clear the Central Hall, where about 200 
hunger-marchers, most of them wearing 
haversacks, had gathered in the hope of 
interviewing members. 

When the news reached the Central Hall 
that most of the interrupters had been 
ejected from the Public Gallery, a small 
group of those waiting in the hall began to 
sing ‘‘ The Internationale,’’ and it was 
taken up by the rest of the crowd. 

The police appeared in large numbers 
and cleared the hall, No resistance was 
offered, but when the marchers realised 
that they were being turned out they 
raised their voices and sang their anthem 
with the greatest possible vigour. The 
singing could be heard inside the chambers 
and the diningrooms, and members rushed 
out to get a glimpse of the disappearing 
crowd. 

Sixteen of the hunger marchers had 
secured admission to the FA“ galleries of 
the House in the course of the evening, and 
of these thirteen were removed for inter- 
rupting the debate. In accordance with 
the usual practice, the interrupters were 
detained in the building by the police until 
the rising of the House at 11.30, when they

CLARE TOWN 
ISOLATED. 


STREETS HELD BY 
MARCHING MEN. 


BATON CHARGES AND 
ARRESTS.

ILTOWN-MALBAY, Co. Clare, was 
isolated on Wednesday night and 
Thursday morning, so far as telegraphic 
and telephonic communication was _ con- 
cerned. Wires were cut at all the 
approaches to the town by members cf a 
large crowd of men, who then proceeded 
to march on the town. 

The gathering, estimated at between 
50 and 70, assembled about 8 p.m. at 
Quilty, about four miles from Miltown- 
Malbay. Many of them wore white 
armlets and carried heavy sticks. Civic 
Guards in Miltown-Malbay were informed 
of their approach and tried to telephone 
to headquarters at Ennis and adjoining 
stations for reinforcements. It was then 
ascertained that the telephone wires had 
been cut 


REINFORCEMENTS 
SUMMONED. 


The Miltown-Malbay Guards imme- 
diately despatched a car to Ennistymon, 
about eight miles away, and Superinten- 
dent Keenan, with reinforcements, started 
for, Miltown-Malbay. Before leaving 
Ennistymon, he communicated with Ennis, 
from where further reinforcements set out 
in charge of Chief Superintendent Gilroy. 

Meanwhile, on arrival at Miltown- 
Malbay, the body of civilians marched up 
and down the streets of the town singing 
“ A Soldier’s Song ” and shouting party 
cries. Two local priests appeared on the 
main street and exhorted the men to leave 
the town, but they refused. Then Super- 
intendent Keenan arrived and warned the 
men that they were not to continue march- 
| ing up and down the streets, as they were 
terrifying the inhabitants. Although the 
warning was repeated two or three times 
the men refused to leave the town. Fol- 
lowing this refusal, the Superintendent 
gave the order to arrest the leaders, and 
in pursuance of this .order a clash 
occurred between the Guards and the 
marchers. Two baton charges ensued, and 
the crowd, some of whom were injured, 
dispersed. Six men were arrested and 
after identification were released from 
custody. 


NO STATEMENT TO GUARDS, 


The march on the town is said to be a 
sequel to rows which took place in the 
town on Sunday night last between rival 
political parties. Guards who investi- 
gated the rows that occurred on Sunday 
night found that a number of persons had 
sustained black eyes, but no person could 
be got to make a statement as to how 
the injuries had occurred. : 

The scenes of excitement lasted for 
about two hours in the town last night. 
By 10.30 p.m. all was normal, with the 
exception of the damage to the communi- 
cation wires. These are being restored.

“The extraordinarily dry summer of 
last year has been followed by an unpre- 
cedentedly dry winter. It is on the. win- 
ter period of rainfall that reliance is 
placed to fill up the reservoirs and tide 
over prolonged dry spells in the follow- 
ing summer. Up to the present the 
weather situation, from the point of view 
of rainfall, may well be described as 
phenomenal. We are now approaching 
the normcl dry weather period, and if 
continued and heavy rains do not come 
within the very near future Dublin will 
have to face the whole summer period 
with greatly depleted reservoirs. 

‘‘In such a situation there is a drastic 
measure that would have to be resorted 
to, and that is to ration the water, so as 
to make the supply last until next winter's 
rains. Rationing would be effected by 
turning off the water every day once the 
allotted amount had passed through the 
pipes. The consequences of this measure 
might be so grave as to amount to a 
calamity. People in the higher levels 
would be likely to receive no water at 
all, as those in the lower levels would, 
for the short period the water might be 
laid on, draw off all available supplies. 


SERIOUS EFFECT. 


“In any case there would be a serious 
effect upon hospitals and other large in- 
stitutions which have no storage or in- 
sufficient storage. Factories — have 
to shut down; with loss of employment, 
and even the newspaver establishments 
might find it difficult to carry on their 
important and responsible undertakings. 
Again, there might be insufficient water 
for flushing drains and sewers, and out- 
breaks of infectious diseases might be ex- 
pected in such circumstances. Finally, 
the consequences of a serious outbreak of 
fire when the water would be off might be 
extremely serious. 

“With these possibilities in view, I 
say deliberately that it is both the duty 
and the interest of every citizen imme- 
diately to save water to the utmost in 
his household, and see that the members 
of his family do likewise. It is also his 
duty and interest to report to the Engi- 
neer’s Office, Castle street, any cases of 
waste or imisuse or careless use of water 
which he may perceive. The citizen who 
neglects these duties is a bad citizen, 
while whoever would deliberately continue 


- 


to waste water in defiance of the public 
admonitions that have been issued 
could fairly be branded as a public 
enemy. 


MATTER FOR CITIZENS. 


‘Tt all lies in the hands of the citizens 
themselves whether a water famine next 
summer will be avoided. If they save the 
water now on a large scale, the difficulty 
shculd be capable of being overcome, but 
now is the time to save the water, as it 
ig no use trying to save it when it has 
gone. 

“The Corporation make no excuse for 
calling upon the co-operation of. the 
citizens to avoid the evils foreshadowed 
above. If, in spite of this serious warn- 
ing, the consumption is not promptly 
brought down to manageable proportions 
by careful use, the cessation of extrava- 
gant use, and the avoidance of hosing 
motor cars, shop fronts, etc., as well as 
the immediate stoppage of leaks and 
bursts in pipes and fittings, drastic 
measures will be taken to curtail the con- 
sumption, and the citizens will only have 
themselves to blame for the disagreeable 
consequences or the even worse evils 
which might ensue. 


OUTSIDE THE CITY, 

“ This warning applies not merely to 
the citizens of Dublin, but also to con- 
sumers of water supplied by the Corpora- 
tion to all districts outside the city. — 

““In conclusion, I have to _ insist 
that, although this warning may coincide 
with gloomy weather or even rain, citizens 
must not, therefore, think the necessity 
for special economy at once disappears. 
Casual rain is quite useless in present 
circumstances, and, as already painted 
out, only continued and heavy rain can 
restore the position to normal.”’ 


PRECAUTIONS IN 
BELFAST. 


NEED FOR STRICT 
ECONOMY. 

The need for strict economy in the use 
of water was urged at the meeting 
of the Belfast City and District Water 
Commissioners yesterday, when it was 
stated that it would be necessary to 
shorten the hours of supply at an early 
date, having regard to the continued want 
of rainfall, and to the fact that the quan- 
tity of water in the reservoirs at Wood- 
burn and Stonyford had steadily fallen te 
the extent of 158,000,000 gallons between 
the first of Jast month and the present 
date. ; 

The Secretary has been instructed to 
give public notice prohibiting the use of 
water by hose pipes for any purpose except 
trade or manufacture, the swilling of 
water on passages leading to front doors, 


the washing of house fronts or windows by 


bucketed water, and that legal proceed- 
ings will be taken against persons who 
permit waste by leaking fittings, or by 
pipes in, or leading into, premises -occu- 
pied by them, or by causing waste of 


water in any manner. ey 


RAIN IN TIPPERARY, 


The. first real sign of a break in the 
drought. in Tipperary district occurred 
yesterday when the wind shifted from the 
north-west to the south-west and rain fell 
for several hours.

FRANCE TO SEND A REPLY 
NEXT WEEK. 

Mr.. Eden, the Lord Privy Seal, who 
returned to London last night from his 
disarmament tour, will to-day be in con- 
sultation with Sir John Simon, the 
Foreign Secretary. : 

The report which Mr. Eden will present 
to the Government of his conversations in 
Paris, Berlin and Rome will be a highly 
important survey. .Upon it the Govern- 
ment will consider the further British 
course regarding disarmament. 

The Lord Privy Seal’s information will 
throw light upon whether it is still pos- 
sible to reconcile Germany's demands to 
be allowed forces which she considers 
purely defensive with the French in- 
sistence that security must be effectively 
guaranteed. 

On leaving Paris Mr. Eden said :—‘* To- 
day’s conversation was neither positive nor 
negative. I must now wait for the com- 
munication which the French Government 
ia going to send when it has thoroughly 
studied the British memorandum.”’ 

It is understood that there will be a 
special meeting of the French Cabinet 
next week, after which a communication 
will be made to the British Government 
on the subject.

THREE NEW ORDERS, 


Three new Orders have been made by 
the British Treasury under the Import 
Duties Act, 1932. They affect chemicals, 
parts of dolls; cable core and waste and 
scrap material in the paper-making 
industry. 

One Order increases the existing duty of 
10 per cent. ad valorem on di-sodium and 
tri-sodium phosphates to the following 
specific rates of duty:—Di-sodium phos- 
phate, £1 15s. per ton; tri-sodium phos- 
phate, £2 10s. per ton. 

Another Order reduces the total duty on 
parts of dolls, other than parts made 
wholly of metal, and dolls’ heads,: from 
25 per cent. to 15 per cent. 

A third Order adds to the free list cable 
core, whether bound with brass tape or 
not, produced by stripping used sub- 
marine electric cables, certain textile un-

Not very long ago he read 
the despatches which Mr. Lloyd George sent 
over here in the summer of 1922, and he read 
the replies that the Executive of that day 
sent. Having Irish interests at heart—and he 
admitted that—they tried to put off the con- 
flict, or to temporise, when a spark in the 
street set fire to the powder magazine, and 
they had civil war in which both parties had 
been involved.

We introduced the 17th amendment to the 
Constitution and brought it into operation;

I gave 
that as the principal reason, as it was the 
immediate reason for bringing down that 
Act. I wish sincerely w* could put it aside, 
but we have been unable to do so because 
of the fact that we are only seven or eight 
rears removed from the civil war, and the 
itterness of that period is. still in the hearts 
of many, and it did not reqnire much to set 
on fire the powder magazine again. ' 


“ TERRIBLE AND MENACING,” 
They brought in that bill with reluctance, 
but they wanted, as a first step in securing 
order, to prevent undue provocation of dis 
order. hey were accused of bringing in 
that bill as an attack on their political oppo- 
nents, but the Opposition knew full well that 
the problems that they had to deal with were 
not confined to their country. The difference 
here was that it was much more dangerous 
and terrible and menacing here. He knew 
that Deputies opposite professed to have 
nothing but the most peaceful intentions in 
that uniform movement, but they could not 
áfford to take these peaceful expressions of 
their intentions as sufficient safeguard for 
the country. If thé storm broke, the Deputies 
who gave that expression of peaceful inten- 
tion would only be corks on an angry sea. . 
hese assurances were not believed: by a 
section of the people, and people believed 
that the wearing of these shirts was the pre- 
liminary, as it had been in other countries, 
to the establishment of a dictatorship, and 
if was: only: over many dead bodies that a.

BELIEF IN LIBERTY. 

“I believe in liberty,” said the President, 
I believe in liberty tor tue individual; I. 
believe that the human body was not to be 
dedicated to the State, but that: the State 
in the main should be organised for. the 
benefit of the individual.’ These are the 
principles of liberty which are very dear to 
the hearts of Irishmen, and there are Trishmen 
who would die very readily rather than see 
without resistance established here something 
which was going to deprive us of. every 
right that they thought valuable. 

That liberty would be a sorry liberty if 
this type of Fascism which it was intended 
to establish here were established; then they 
would not stop at simply preventing the wear- 
mg of badges by political organisations. 

f they had such conditions in this country, 
he said, as existed in some countries on the 
Continent, the Opposition would not be able 
to print in its papers that the present Govern- 
ment was a gangster Government, and they 
would not be allowed to speak of the head 
of the Government as being responsible for 
the bombers in Dundalk—statements that 
outraged many people. 

Deputy Cosgrave had been moved aside by 
General O'Duffy, and he had listened to 
expressions from the opposite benches. that 
made it quite clear that they would have 
none of the irresponsibilities that General 
O'Duffy had been guilty of on public plat- 
forms. . They were not able to rstrain him, 
Did they think that when he organised the 
League of Youth and regimented it that they 
would be able to restrain him? 

“ We have a duty,” declared the President, 
““a solemn duty, to our 7 ople to see that he 
will not get into the position by force of 
denying our people the iberty which is their 
Tight. He can Eo before the Irish people and 
get recognition from them for his programme, 
and if he gets that he can for : a Govern- 
ment, bat when he does I can promise the 
people’ that there will be far less liberty than 
the liberty which they are enjoying to-day. 
He has that way of doing it, and betause 
he has that way of doing it, and because it 
was done in that way in tha past by Cumann 
na nGaedhea!, he has no reason to complain 
if we say to him that, if he believes in his 
policy, he ought not to be depending on the 
glamour of Blue Shirts, or some sort of 
Roman salute, in order to get the support 
that will be necessary for him to carry out 
his policy.”

Some of them were connected 
with the seizure of the creamery in 1922. 
The report. of Waterford-Kilkenny stated 
that one man in Kilkenny was connected 
with Communism in Dublin, but he had not 
disclosed his Communistic doctrine to others. 
A certain person was stated to have been in 
Russia a few years ago and to have brought 
hack a quantity of literature. The orgamisa- 
tion was stated to be controlled by this man. 
[t could be assumed that at the date of the 
report there was a branch in Castlecomer 
district. There was no suggestion that there 
was any Communistic organisation in Wex- 
ford. Taking Wicklow and Dublin, not in- 
cluding Dublin City, there was no evidence 
of Communism. tn Dunlavin a number of 
young men unattached to any organisation 
may have Communistic tendencies. Finglas 
branch of the Unemployed Abtle-Bodied 
Men’s Association apparently savoured of 
Communism. 
The Workers’ Revelutionary Party and the 
Communist organisation had its headquarters 
in Dublin. Its membership was stated to be 
approximating 400 in Dublin and district, 
several of the moving. spirits being English 
and Scottish. At the date of the report 
Dublin Unemployed. Workers’ movement had 
rooms in North Great George s street. 
June the workers’ college, referred to some 
time ago, was closed for want of students; 
und it, was the only Communist college that 
existed in Dublin. | 


PRESERVATION .OF ORDER. 

“This country,” continued the President, 
“is not a natural breeding-ground for Com- 
munism. Communism is opposed to our 
religion, and it is opposed to our in 
divilualistic tendencies... It is opposed to our 
whole scheme of life. If there is one country 
in the world more-than another, which is un- 
suitable seil for Communism it is this. 

‘“ And it was raised as a bogey by the 
gentlemen on the opposite benches, in order 
to give’ them an excuse-at one time for the 
bills which they introduced, and they are 
continuing to use it to-day as an excuse for 
their Blue Shirts. ‘Another excuse that has 
been given for the Blue Shirts is that they 
will preserve order. It is extraordinary how 
these ideas travel across the water. In 
Belgium it was also given as an excuse. The 
proper people to protect the rights of the 
citizens are the organised servants of the 
State, and the State will have to have enough 
to keep order. If the deputies on the opposite 
benches want to work for order, they will 
find us more than willing to supply all the 
means that may be necessary. 

“ H the ordinary forces of the State are 
not sufficient to procure order, I say our two 
organisations together can secure it. But 
they must be controlled by the proper authori- 
ties, and there must be no usurpation what- 
ever of police functions by unauthorised 
persons, or by people who want to use them 
as an excuse for building up a political army. 
The excuse is given for the Blue Shirts of 
keeping order. -As a matter of fact they pro- 
voke disorder, The Opposition have com- 
plained that their people suffer. We have 
got complaints that our people suffer.” 


SUGGESTED BANISHMENT. 


Continuing, Mr. DE VALERA said that he 
knew that shouting down a policy never yet 
killed it, and there was nothing more stupid 
and insane than the sort of interruption of 
which Deputy MacDermot complained. He 
had himself stayed from the House when he 
knew thins were going to be said that were 
disagreeable to him. (Laughter.) People 
should stop away from a political meeting if 
they knew exasperating things were guing to 
be said, and knew that they had not suffi- 
cient control to keep quiet.

Uproar of a good-humoured kind broke out 
immediately that the President had made 
this remark, and Mr. Cosgrave made some 
observation. .

If he thought for one moment that it would 
mean advantage to this country, and could 
prove it to himself, he would go willingly to 
that ‘‘ foreign island.’’ ' 

Mr. MacDERMOT—Chance it anyway. 
(Laughter.) Would you ‘bring General 
O'Duffy with you? 

The PRESIDENT—If I thought it would 
save the country from some of the craziness 
Í see him bringing upon the country, I would 
go. Deputy MacDermot would have the 
satisfaction and I would have the misery, but

: CORK, Thursday. 
Lady Osborne Beauclerk, Vice-President, 
presided at a meeting of the Irish Dairy 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, held in the 
Victoria Hotel, Cork, to-day.
